A very interesting relation, showing the troubles between the Spanish 
authorities and the Jesuit Missionaries in Argentine and Paraguay. Refuting the 
old and sinister reports which Don Martin de Barua, formerly Provisional Governor 
of Paraguay, had brought up against the Jesuit Missionaries, and defending the 
Jesuit proceedings in the 30 Reductions or towns among the Guarani Indians in 
Paraguay and the Province of Buenos-Aires. 

The “ Reductions’ of the Jesuits were small towns in which they placed all 
the converts they made among the Indians, so practically forming Indian preserves, 
over which the Jesuits had absolute authority and control. Portuguese incursions 
compelled the Jesuits to repel force by force. So they trained these Indians as 
soldiers and armed them with muskets. They now became a formidable weapon 
in the hands of the Jesuits in their disputes with the Spanish authorities. These 
30 Guarani settlements contained nearly 150,000 Indians. 

Started in S. America, in 1610, they increased until 1767, when the Jesuit 
order was suppressed, the fabric then soon fell into ruin, and the Indians relapsed 
into their idolatry and savage habits. This social] system established in Paraguay 
was the most effectual ever contrived for reclaiming the Indians from their savage 
mode of life. 

This memorial was reprinted in Charlevoix’ “ Historie du Paraguay,” and 
a very full account given of this dispute which finally led to the suppression of the 
Jesuits.

The entire first book is devoted to the life of Father Antonio Margil de 
Jesus, while book II contains the lives of other illustrious members of the College, 


many of whom had been active in Texas. A long account is given of Fr. Francisco 
Hidalgo. 


Pages 321-386 contain an account of the missions of Texas down to the time 
of the visit of the Marques de Rubi, and pages 394-444 the history of the missions of 
Sonora beginning with the entry of the Franciscan Fathers into that province in 
1768. 

Book IV contains the account of Father Garcés, with his various journeys 
and final massacre on the River Colorado. For a long time this book was the 


principal, in fact only source for the history of the travels of Father Garcés and his 
two expeditions to California.

The quicksilver with which the gold and silver mines in New Spain 
were treated, was previously sold to the miners at the rate of 70 ducats per quintal. 
Baeza Hs lan to provide it at a price which would enable the Spanish Govern- 
ment to sell it to the miners at 30 ducats per quintal, “‘ who will therefore receive this 
on benefit from your Majesty, which will result in a great increase of revenue 
or the Royal Treasury, for if the miners obtain quicksilver so cheaply, they will be 
able to deal with larger quantities of precious metal, which will consequently yield 


a larger sum in taxes for your Majesty.” (The metallic earth in the gold-bearing 
district was mixed in a trough with quicksilver, which acted upon the particles of 
metal, separating them from the soil. In this way large quantities of precious 


metal were extracted, which would otherwise have been overlooked by the miners, 
and lost).

An exceedingly rare book, and one of the earliest publications in America. 

The book consists almost exclusively of comparative tables of gold and silver 
coinage and its weight, etc., with a few pages of text. It is valuable as a record of 
the value of ancient Hispanic-American coinage, and minute mathematical 
calculations. 

The author was a native of Tahusti in Aragon and an expert in mathematical 
sciences. He dedicates this book to Don Juan Ruiz de Prado, Inquisitor in Peru; 
and spent a great many years in that country. According to Medina, who devotes 
four pages to this item, there are some official manuscripts in the Indies Archives 
in Spain, containing reports on goverment administration in Lima, communicated 
by Belveder to the Visitador of the Real Audiencia, and to the King of Spain. In 
1615 Belveder again wrote to his sovereign, informing him that he spent almost 
thirty years in the royal service; and in 1620, he asked the king’s permission to return 
to Spain.

He was Governor of Habana for some time, and was appointed Viceroy of Mexico 
in September, 1771, a position which he filled until his death in Mexico in April, 
1779. His régime was one of the most brilliant and prosperous which the dominion 
had known. He not only encouraged every form of enterprise for the development 
and fortification of the remoter provinces, and the exploration of the Californian 
coast, but actively furthered the development of Mexico, where he founded many 
institutions and made excellent administrative reforms. Charles II expressed his 
appreciation of Bucareli’s services by granting him a handsome bonus in addition to 


his official salary.

A very interesting relation, containing an account of the troubles with the 
Caribees (Indians) and other tribes, and proposing the foundation of three new 
cities in Venezuela for the better safe-guarding the country, and for the easier 
propagation of Christianity among the natives. 


The second section of this relation gives a description of the sites where 
these three cities are to be founded. The first at a place called Mazaqua on the 
banks of the river Guarapiche towards the north. In the neighbourhood of this 
first city, and towards the north-west, are the plains of the Serrania de Puncere, 
where there are numerous Indian villages, which would then be free from the fear 
of attacks by the Caribees. As a safeguard to the Spaniards, towards the east, 
settlements of the Chaymas, Aruacas, Aruros, Farautes, and Guaraunos tribes could 
be made, which would also serve to protect the coast from Paria to the Gulf of 
Triste from the Pirates and other enemies. ‘The second city was to be founded, 
eight leagues from the first, also on the river Guaraphice (probably the Guanipa), 
at the junctions of the Amana. This would safeguard the country up to the banks 
of the Orinoco. 

The third and last city was to be founded at the narrows of the Orinoco, 
two days from the Amana to the S.S.W., and by means of it the frontiers of the 
Caribees could be subdued. This city could be easily fortified as it would be on 
slight rise, and within 70 leagues by water of the Island of Trinidad. 

The third city is undoubtedly Barrancas, and the other two probably now 
called Maturin and Aragua. 

The third section of the relation discusses seven points in which the founda- 
tion of these cities would prove of great value, among them being the greater 
facilities for the missionaries, increased difficulty for other Europeans, especially the 
Dutch, to settle on the banks of the Orinoco, and the stopping of the inhuman 
slave raids of the Caribee Indians among the various other Indian tribes. 

The last section of this work discusses the means by which these cities can 


be established.

Various clauses of the Treaty define the boundaries of Florida, mark the 
Mississippi as the definite boundary between Spanish Louisiana and the settlements 
of the United States, and, most important of all, secure common navigation of the 
Mississippi to Spaniard and American. 


For long Spain had asserted her absolute right to the nagivation of the 
Mississippi. To the Western settler the Alleghanies and the bad roads were 
enough to cut him off from any other route to market than down the river, and 
it was not easy to restrain him from a forcible defiance of the Spanish claim. The 
Northern States were willing to allow the Spanish claim in return for a commercial 
treaty, but the Southern States protested angrily, and the question nearly caused 
dissolution, and the spectre was not laid until the formation of this Treaty.

Admiral Sir Charles Knowles, after having been Governor of Louisburg, 
was made Commander-in-Chief at Jamaica and after various operations in the West 
Indies conducted his fleet to a position near Havana in the hopes of meeting the 
Spanish plate fleet. Here he received news of the approach of a Spanish squadron 
ay seven vessels. ‘The Spaniards appeared in loose order, but Knowles delayed his 
attack for fear of the risk of losing the weather-gage, in accordance with his fighting 
instructions.

This is the excessively rare and important first edition (in Spanish) of the 
second letter of Cortes, which was written soon after his arrival in Mexico (dated 
Oct. 30, 1520), to the Emperor Charles V; the first letter he wrote (which is believed 
to have been printed at the time) has so far not been discovered, in spite of diligent 
search for several hundred years. Pinelo (the first American bibliographer) never saw 
a copy of this letter. This letter traces the events in Mexico after the departure of 
Cortes from Vera Cruz, when the Spaniards had been driven back from Mexico City. 
He devotes a great deal of space to his dealings with Montezuma; the latter’s remark- 
able empire; and how some of Montezuma’s children died whilst prisoners in the 
Spaniards’ hands. He frankly admits his misgivings in the face of heavy odds, and 
that on more than one occasion he thought the Spaniards must inevitably be over- 
come. At the end Cortes reviews all his embarrassments and remarks that he holds 
danger and fatigue light in comparison with the attainment of his object; and that 
he is confident that the Spaniards would shortly be restored to their former position, 
and repair all their losses. He compares Mexico to Spain, and names the country 
“New Spain of the Ocean Sea.” 

“The letter excited the greatest sensation at the Spanish court and among 
the friends of science generally. Previous discoveries in the New World had dis- 
appointed the expectations which had been formed after the solution of the grand 
problem of its existence. They had brought to light only rude tribes, which, how- 
ever gentle and inoffensive in their manners, were still in the primitive stages of 
barbarism. Here was an authentic account of a vast nation, potent and populous, 
exhibiting an elaborate social polity, well advanced in the arts of civilisation, occupy- 
ing a soil that teemed with mineral treasures and with a boundless variety of vege- 
table products, stores of wealth, both natural and artificial, that seemed, for the first 
time, to realise the golden dreams in which the great discoverer of the New World 
had so fondly, and in his own day, so fallaciously, indulged. Well might the 
scholar of that age exult in the revelation of these wonders, which so many had long, 
but in vain, desired to see.” 

This letter was translated into Latin by Petrus Savorgnanus, and published 
in 1524.

This manuscript on the northern border-provinces of New Spain is divided 
into three parts: the first, containing descriptions of the various provinces, with 
chapters on the native races, and the political situation in regard to the Spaniards’ 
Anglo-American neighbours. The second, contains a history of the Apache 
nations; while the third, deals with other native races such as the Seris, Pimas, 
Papagos, living in the vicinity of the Mississippi, Missouri, Colorado and the coast of 
Upper California. This last section includes the text of a diary kept by the Padres 
Silvestre Velez Escalante and Fray Francisco Atanasio Dominguez during expedi- 
tions into New Mexico in 1776-7. 


The author was a Spanish engineer officer who had served in New Guinea; 
and had studied the political developments in America with some misgivings. The 
book does not seem to have been published, and is not cited by Palau or Medina.

‘The divided command, the incompetence and self-conceit of Wentworth, 
and the natural antipathy between the two characters, caused delays, which proved 
fatal. The forts guarding the entrance to the harbour were reduced, and the fleet 
cut the boom blocking the Boca-Chica, and passed into the harbour. Wentworth 
delayed his attack on the forts dominating the City for four days, so giving the 
Spaniards time to recover. When he did assault, his attack was beaten off with 
heavy loss. The wet season set in, and of the force of 6,600 who had landed more

Medina points out that Sommervogel has attributed the authorship to Padre 
José de Acosta; but this Jesuit, like Padre Juan de Atienza, whose name is also 
associated with the work, was no more than a proof-corrector, who signed the text 
to testify to its correctness in accordance with the original. The book is, however, 
the work of Jesuits, as a Royal Letter dated San Lorenzo, 1584, addressed to the 
Viceroy of Peru, proves. The Dominicans, however, made definite claim to the 
work of translating a great part of this book; but there seems to be no doubt that 
the final editing was in the hands of the Jesuits. 

However that may be, the value of this manuscript is indisputable; not only

The population of the United States in the year 1775, according to particu- 
lars supplied to Congress by the various Deputies, was 2,448,000, including negroes, 
the state of Virginia containing the largest population, 400,000; the smallest popula- 
tion being found in Georgia and Delaware—3o,000 each. The statistics compiled 
by Dr. Holmes from the second U.S. census taken in 1800, show that the population 
had increased to a total of 5,379,750. The approximate progressive population 1s 
given for New Granada from the year 1791 to 1810, according to the rate which 
George Washington allowed in his calculations. The actual figures are given for 
the last year, however, showing the population in each of the principal Spanish- 
ee towns, the total population for the dominion being two and a half 
millions.

“Father Antonio is particularly noted in South-west history for his 
expedition to Texas in 1716 and the founding of the Missions in North-east Texas. 
For some years previous, he had been in charge of the organization of the College 
of Guadalupe in Zacatecas, and a guardian having been appointed in 1713, Father 
Antonio was free to make a missionary effort in the north.”’ 

Several years were passed in New Leon and Coahuila, until in April, 1716, 
the Texas expedition set out from the missions on the Rio del Norte, the account 
of which Sth be found on pages 278-290. Espinosa accompanied Father Antonio 
on this expedition, and gives a touching account of the old man in an illness which 
overtook him. 

The French having invaded the province, the missionaries were obliged to 
abandon the missions in 1719. In 1722, Father Antonio returned from Texas to 
the College of Zacatecas, having been chosen guardian.

Fray Antonio Margil de Jesus was born at Valencia on 18th August, 1657, 
and entered the Franciscan Order when he was barely sixteen years of age. He 
was a brilliant scholar, making a special study of theology and Holy Writ; and 
was sent by his Superiors to the Indies in 1683, when he began his missionary work 
amongst the natives with great zeal. At great personal risk, he penetrated to the 
interior of ancient Guatemala, where he had to contend with the fierce hostility of 
the Indians. These he won over by his gentleness, and finally succeeded in teach- 
ing them the rudiments of Christianity, and in tempering their primitive cruelty 
and animalism. He baptized over forty thousand converts, and founded colleges 
at Guadaloupe and Zacatecas. In 1717 he founded the missions of Dolores and 
Adaes, lived for five years in the wilds, and compiled several dictionaries of Indian 
languages. Exhausted by illness, he was finally persuaded to leave the natives and 
transfer his work to the Franciscan convent of Mexico, where he died on 6th 
August, 1726. He had spent the greater part of his life in the Indian Missions in 
Texas, New Spain, Guatemala, Nueva Galicia and Nueva Biscaya.

This extraordinarily rare book in divided into two parts: the first, dealing 
with the globe, meridians, zones, eclipses, climate, the zodiac, etc. “and refutes 
many popular beliefs, such as that the sun suffers during an eclipse; when in reality 
all that might suffer would be that which is temporarily deprived of the sun’s rays.” 

The second part deals with latitudes, winds, the declinations of the sun, the 
compass, the horizon, etc. 


Little is known of the life of Falero or Faleiro. Espasa’s Enciclopedia only 
mentions him in connection with the biography of his brother Ruy, who was a life- 
long friend and associate of Magellan. The two brothers, natives of Portugal, 
were astronomers and geographers; and left Lisbon together with Magellan in 1517, 
as Ruy had in some way forfeited the favour of Dom Manuel I. Arrived in Spain, 
however, they managed to obtain the patronage of the Emperor Charles V, who 
granted them an allowance. Francisco (who, according to Navarrete, was also 
sometimes spoken of as “‘ Fernando’’) was to have accompanied his brother and 
Magellan on an expedition in search of spices, but abandoned the project; turning 
his attention to the compilation of this work on the art of navigation, which was 
submitted to the university of Salamanca before publication.

Peter Claver, Saint, the son of a Catalonian farmer, was born at Verdu, in 
1581; died 8 September, 1654. He obtained his first degrees at the 
University of Barcelona. At the age of twenty he entered the Jesuit noviciate 
at Tarragona. While he was studying philosophy at Majorca in 1605, Alphonsus 
Rodriguez, the saintly door-keeper of the college, learned from God the future 
mission of his young associate, and thenceforth never ceased exhorting him to set out 
to evangelize the Spanish possessions in America. Peter obeyed, and in 1610 landed 
at Cartagena, where for forty-four years he was the Apostle of the negro slaves. 
Early in the seventeenth century the masters of Central and South America afforded 
the spectacle of one of those social crimes which are entered upon so lightly. They 
needed labourers to cultivate the soil which they had conquered and to exploit the 
gold mines. ‘The natives being physically incapable of enduring the labours of the 
mines, it was determined to replace them with negroes brought from Africa. By 
its position in the Caribbean Sea, Cartagena became the chief slave-mart of the New 
World. A thousand slaves landed there each month. They were bought for two, 
and sold for 200 écus. Though half the cargo might die, the trade remained pro- 
fitable. Neither the repeated censures of the Pope, nor those of Catholic moralists, 
could prevail against this cupidity. The missionaries could not suppress slavery, 
but only alleviate it, and no one worked more heroically than Peter Claver. Although 
timid and lacking in self-confidence, he became a daring and ingenious organizer. 
Every month when the arrival of the negroes was signalled, Claver went out to meet 
them on the pilot’s boat, carrying food and delicacies. "The negroes, cooped up in 
the hold, arrived crazed and brutalized by suffering and fear. Claver went to each, 
cared for him, and showed him kindness, and made him understand that henceforth 
he was his defender and father. He thus won their good will. To instruct so 
many speaking different dialects, Claver assembled at Cartagena a group of inter- 
preters of various nationalities, of whom he made catechists. While the slaves were 
penned up at Cartagena awaiting to be purchased and dispersed, Claver instructed 
and baptized them in the Faith. On Sundays during Lent he assembled them, 
inquired concerning their needs, and defended them against their oppressors. This 
work caused Claver severe trials, and the slave merchants were not his only enemies. 
The Apostle was accused of indiscreet zeal, and of having profaned the Sacraments 
by giving them to creatures who scarcely possessed a soul. Fashionable women of 
Cartagena refused to enter the churches where Father Claver had his negroes. He 
was canonized 15 Jan., 1888, by Leo XIII.

de Bastidas. He was the owner of the vessel as well as the planner of the expedition 
in which Vasco Nufiez de Balboa acquired so much fame. _ Having lived in San 
Domingo, where he acquired wealth as a lawyer, he returned to Spain in 1512, but 
came back to America with Pedrarias Davila in 1513, where he held the office of 
Alguazil Mayor of the Golden Castile. 

A great AEs and explorer, his work is invaluable for the early 
geographical history of the Continent of America. His accounts of his intimation 
to the Indians of Zenu, to surrender to the King of Spain, is one of the most 
singular relations that ever escaped the scrutiny of the Spanish Inquisition. 

On the page which occupies the reverse of h4, he records the curious con- 
versation with two chiefs of Zenu, in which he informed them that the Pope had 
bestowed all those regions upon the King of Spain; they replied “ that the Pope 
must have been drunk and that the King was an idiot.”

Oviedo early visited America, where he resided for more than twenty years, 
crossing the Atlantic no less than twelve times. He was Governor of the Province 
of Cartagena and filled other high positions. The knowledge thus acquired of men 
and events gave him unusual opportunities for gathering information for this, his 
chief work. Authority was given him by the Emperor to demand from the 
different governors of Spanish America such documents as he might need for this 
work. He gives a vivid picture of conditions as they then existed, and his work is a 
vast storehouse of facts relating to the times. This is the source from which most 
literary writers have drawn their accounts of the early occurrences in the New World. 


The work is complete in itself, though Oviedo left a much longer account in 
manuscript. In 1557 the twentieth book, the first of the second part, was printed 
under the title: Libro XX De la segunda parte de la general historia de las Indias.

Very scarce, and with the half title. ‘‘ This work was written from the 
manuscripts of Gonzalo Ximenez de Quesada, the conqueror of Columbia, and the 
first European to penetrate the Cundinamarca Mountains. New Granada is one 
of the parts of America about which we possess the fewest documents.” 


Only the “ Parte Primera”’ was ever published of this important work, the 
standard history of the early times of New Granada. It brings the narrative down 
to 1562, and begins with an account of the natives and their customs, laws, and 
kingdoms for many years previous to the conquest. 


“In the last half of the seventeenth century an historian of considerable 
merit appeared in the person of Bishop Lucas Fernandez Piedrahita, born in Bogota, 
6th March, 1624. Through his mother he held by birth a more or less distant 
relationship to a member of the family of the Incas in Peru. The literary ambition 
of youth manifested itself in the writing of a number of dramas that are not known 
to exist. Piedrahita became the favourite preacher and through his influence with 
the President, harmony was established between the ecclesiastical and civil officials. 


“In 1661 Piedrahita was called to Spain to defend himself before the Council 
of the Indies against charges preferred by Cornejo, the Visitador. His defence was 
so complete that the Council not only absolved him from fault, but also offered him 
the office of Bishop of Santa Marta, and this appointment was immediately confirmed 
by the Pope. He remained six years in Spain, from 1663 to 1669, and during this 
period, he wrote his “ Historia General del Nuevo Reyno de Granada,’ 


“In 1669 Piedrahita returned to America, and after his consecration entered 
upon the exercise of his functions as Bishop of Santa Marta. Here he displayed many 
bE the virtues of the primitive Christian teacher, visited and taught the Indians, dis- 
tributed his income among the poor, and lived in poverty. His charitable gifts left 
him hardly means for decent clothing. In 1676 he was promoted to the see of 
Panama, but before he left Santa Marta the town was taken by pirates, who seeing 
the meanness of the Bishop’s dress, concluded that by his apparently miserly habits, 
he must have large accumulations concealed. The pirates, therefore, took the Bishop 
and tortured him, in order to make him reveal the hiding place of his treasures; 
unsuccessful in this, they carried him off and brought him before the distinguished 
pirate Morgan, who received him with marked consideration, gave him a pontificial 
robe, stolen at Panama, and caused him to be conducted to his new diocese. 

“ Here Piedrahita continued for twelve years the devoted life he had led in 
Santa Marta, and died at the age of sixty-four. 

‘In respect to his style, Piedrahita represents a considerable advance over 
the prose writers of South America, who preceded him. He wrote clearly in what 
might not improperly be called modern Spanish.” (Dr. Moses—Spanish Colonial 
Literature in South America).

Diego de Torres Rubio, one of the earliest authorities on native American 
languages, was born at Alcazar de Consuegra, Toledo, in 1557, and began his 
novitiate at Valencia in 1572. 


He joined the Society of Jesus, and in 1579, sailed for Peru, where he made 
practically a lifelong studyg of the native languages. His first grammar and 
vocabulary of the “‘ general language of Peru, called: Quichua ”’ was published in 
Seville in 1603, and was followed by other works, in which the original vocabularies 
were amplified by phrases and words not in daily use. Amongst his other works 
were a treatise on the Aymara dialect, an Aymara-Quichua-Castillian grammar and 
dictionary and a book on the Sacraments and other Catholic rites in Aymara. He 
died circa 1638.

“This document contains the results of the famous expedition to Sonora of 
Joseph de Galvez, at least as he would like to have had them known. It was 
composed by someone in his interest, and is usually supposed to have been written 
by Galvez himself, but I have never seen any precise statement as to the authorship. 

There is a large amount of material extant regarding this expedition which 
was not written by Galvez nor anyone in his behalf, but on the contrary by enemies 
of the famous visitador, professed or otherwise. They present the facts in an entirely 
different way from his narrative, and instead of leaving the province pacified the 
truth seems to be that he accomplished very little. Dr. Joseph I. Priestly of the 
University of California, has issued an exhaustive treatise on Galvez’ operations in 
the North of Mexico. My own impression after reading both sides is that Galvez 
went a little crazy in Sonora, either on account of the heat or native liquor, and as 
a result indulged on some rather unwarranted proceedings. Aside from the expedi- 
tion to California of Portola, which had some result, the country had very little to 
show for the enormous amount of money spent on his enterprises.” 

According to Wagner, only seven copies of this important historical document 
are known.

lished. The fifth book of Garcia’s work contains the native Indian accounts of their 


origin, and is divided into sections which treat separately of the various distinct 
tribes of Mexico and Peru.

This was the product of three missions. The notes of Martin de Rada, or 
de Harrada, in the first expedition (along with Pedro Sarmiento) in 1575, and those 
of Gonzalez de Mendoza on his mission in 1578, enabled the latter to write the 
Historia. A third journey in 1581, by Martin Ignacio de Loyola, furnished the 
Itinerario, which includes Mexico and the Philippines. 


This Itinerario is very interesting. Fr. Ignacio on his Voyage to China went 
via the Canaries and St. Domingo, from there he passed to Vera Cruz, across Mexico, 
between Mexico and Acapulco, and re-embarked from this port for the Philippines 
and China. Although brief, the account of the Voyage is extremely interesting.

Since 
Grau y Monfalcon wrote the memorials which he presented to the King for the 
Council of the Indies, he thought it useful to write the ‘ Justification,’ (which we 
offer for sale above) which he dedicated to Bishop Palafox, who was the most influ- 
ential member of the Royal Council of the Indies, in order to influence him personally 
and to present it as a resumé of the arguments he had presented in the earlier 
documents which the King had passed on for examination to the said Bishop. 


“Grau lays stress on four chief points; firstly, in what form and in what 
quantity there should be trade with the Philippine Islands. Secondly, if permission 
should be given to a larger extent than heretofore to send merchandise from the 
Philippines to Mexico and return the value thereof in silver. Thirdly, if the per- 
mission already given to send merchandise should apply to goods of Chinese 
provenance or only to native products of the country. Fourthly, if permission 
should be given anew for Peru to trade to Mexico because of the damage that the 
Philippines suffered when this said trade had been suspended.

The first edition of this absorbingly interesting study of the geography 
natural history, and ethnology of the districts on the banks of the Orinoco, containing 
also a political history of the people, the customs of the Indians, and their conver- 
sion to Catholicism. According to Alcedo, “ at the time it was published, the good 
father was supposed to have availed himself of the traveller’s privilege; but later 
discoveries have proved the truth of his assertions, and his work has received the 
credit to which it is entitled. 


Father Joseph Gumilla was a Spanish Jesuit missionary and explorer, who 
was born at Janavas in 1686, and died in America in 1750. He went out to the 
Orinoco missions when still almost a youth, and spent thirty years of his life there 
amongst the tribes whose characteristics and habits he studied and noted, with a 
view to the compilation of his history later on. He was Superior of the Orinoco 
Missions, and in 1738 became rector of the college of Cartagena de Indias, where he 
wrote an account of the life of the Jesuit, Padre Juan Ribero, and his first study of 
the Orinoco, El Orinoco Ilustrado, which was followed by other books on the same 
subject. Much of this celebrated work was based upon the manuscripts of Padre 
Mercado and Ribero, but the greater part of it was the outcome of his own personal 
observations. It was Padre Gumilla himself who drew the map, showing the 
locality of the missions, garrisons, towns, tribes, and places where missionaries had 


died.

While 
acting as a missionary he studied the history of the countries which he was evan- 
gelising. As Superior of the missions of the Orinoco, he visited the banks of this 
great river as far as the obstacles allowed, which he met at every step. In 1738 he 
became director of the College of Carthagena, but left in the same year for Spain. 
It was at Madrid that he finally wrote his celebrated work, which he based on the 
manuscripts of Fathers Mercado and Ribera. Father Gumilla returned to America, 


where he died. 


This work contains a fuller and more complete history of the nations of the 
Orinoco river than the earlier work by the same author, entitled E? Orinoco Ilustrado 
y Defendido. It is described by Sabin as “‘ one of the most curious and interesting 
hitherto published upon the country of the Orinoco.” : 


The first volume is principally geographical and descriptive, while the second 
deals fully with the ethnology and natural history of the districts on the banks of the 
great river. In addition to the portrait and map, there are interesting plates 
illustrating the Mapuy Indian dance; a death scene; native doctors treating a 
patient; war drums and various local instruments. The work is valuable on 
account of the wealth of information it contains.

This interesting manuscript contains excerpts from the voluminous dossiers 
relating to the Governor Don Manuel de Huidobro’s report on the rising of the 
Yaqui, Pima, Mayo and other Indian tribes of the province of Sinaloa, in connection 
with which he had made bitter accusations against the Jesuits of the Sinaloa Missions. 
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HUIDOBRO (MANUEL DE)—continued. 


The Jesuits had asked for copies of these dossiers, and the authorities in Mexico, 
being of the opinion that the Governor’s report was not derogatory to the Jesuits, 
had refused. As the passages quoted from the Governor’s report, howeyer, are 
very disparaging to the Missionaries, the manuscript was evidently the work of a 
Jesuit, or someone who had the Jesuits’ interests at heart, and who was anxious to 
prove that the company of Jesus had a real grievance against the Governor of 
Sinaloa. For the most part, the contentions arose on a question of administration; 
the civil and ecclesiastical rulers of the Spanish King’s vassals being unable to co- 
operate for the common good. 


The first point dealt with in this manuscript is the allegation that the 
Yaqui and Mayo Indians had retreated, on account of the bad treatment they had 
received at the hands of the Jesuits, and that this had caused the sullen hostility of 
the natives. Secondly, the Missionaries had aggressively usurped the civil authorities’ 
powers and prerogatives. Furthermore, “the whole Island of California is in the 
hands of the decrepit old Rodriguez and his son, because they allow themselves to 
be ruled by the missionaries,” and Huidobro himself had been deprived of his 
governorship through the machinations of the Jesuits. Briefly, “‘it is the Jesuits 
and their coyote familiars who are the principal cause of the rising.” 


Although the story of this dispute is given principally in précis, there are 
many lengthy quotations from original documents, which add. greatly to the value 
of this manuscript. One of them is a Royal Decree, dated 24th June, 1742, in 
which reference is made to the fact that Huidobro had appealed to the King, and 
informed him officially of the native rising in March, 1740, and of his difficulty in 
holding back the rebels with only thirty men, until help came from Nueva Vizcaya, 
and the rising was quelled on 15th October, 1740; “and that, in spite of this, the 
religiosos of the Society of Jesus, prompted solely by the fact that since he (Huidobro) 
had taken up the Governorship, he had opposed their arrogating to themselves 
superior judicial powers, they had made false accusations against him to the Viceroy, 
the Duque de la Conquista, who was influenced by the malicious information he had 
received, and had ordered the Governor to hand over the Governorship of those 
provinces, to Don Augustin de Vildozota.” Instead of the Governor illtreating 
the natives, as had been asserted, “‘ it was the Jesuits who wished to acquire absolute 
power, so that they might, without restraint, make the Indians work like slaves in 
the cultivation of the land and in other work which would be of benefit to the 
Jesuits themselves, and not to the Missions which they administer.” 


It is only by the recovery of documents like these that the true history of 
California and the adjacent provinces can be gradually unfolded.

Bartolomé de Las Casas, the Apostle to the Indians of the Sixteenth Century, 
was born in Seville in 1474 of aristocratic lineage, and died at Madrid in 1566. In 
1502 he went with Nicolas de Ovando to Hispaniola, where he settled, and in 1510 
was ordained a priest. In 1511 he went as curate to a village in Cuba. He soon 
began to preach against the atrocious wrongs committed by the Spaniards against 
the natives, under a system of slavery the most cruel and destructive the world has 
ever known. ‘This drew upon him the animosity of his countrymen. Unable, by 
any means in his power, to check this cruelty, in 1515 he returned to Spain to make 
a personal appeal to his sovereign. Ferdinand’s death, which happened soon after 
his arrival in Seville, put an end to his hopes in this direction, but he found sym- 
pathetic friends in Cardinal Ximenes and Adrian, the Regents, though he encoun- 
tered general hostility to his views. 

He returned to Hispaniola Nov. 11, 1516, fortified with the title of the 
“ Protector of the Indians.’ He made numerous voyages between the Indians and 
Spain, in his endeavours to alleviate their condition. At last wearied with his efforts 
and lack of success, he retired to a Dominican convent in San Domingo, in 1522. 
He there spent eight years in retirement, occupied in study and writing. 

His work was not at first allowed to be printed, but was submitted to the 
Emperor and his ministers. | Twelve years later the work was published with a 
dedication to Philip, the heir to the throne. Though the number of victims was 
contested, it should be remarked that the acts of cruelty which he described were 
never called in question.

Il. These four leaves which are appended to the Brevissima Relacion are 
usually mentioned as a separate tract, though it is really a part of that work. It 
contains the narrative of a Spanish traveller who witnessed some of the cruelties 
practised upon the natives by the Spaniards. 

III. This tract gives the ae of the proposed remedies, and assigns twenty 
a to prove that the Indians should not be given to the Spaniards in any form 
of slavery. 
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IV. The Bishop, during his absence in Mexico attending a council, had 
written twelve rules to the confessors whom he had appointed in his diocese to 
govern them in giving absolution. The rites of the Church were, by a Bull of Pope 
Paul III, refused to all who held Indians in slavery, and restitution of goods obtained 
by violence from them was required by the rules of the Bishop founded upon this 
great authority. Complaint having been made to the Council of the Indies of the 
rigour of these rules, the thirty propositions were written to sustain them. 

V. This tract contains a strong enunciation of Las Casas’ convictions, which 
grew out of his controversy with Sepulveda. In contains, first, a summary, by 
Domingo de Soto, of the differences between the two disputants; second, the argu- 
ments of Sepulveda; and third, the twelve replies of Las Casas to the same. 


VI. This tract contains judicial authorities and reasons why the natives 
should be restored to freedom. 


VII. This tract was written in America in 1546 or 1547, for the direction 
of Confessors, during Las Casas’ attendance at the council held in the City of Mexico, 
in 1547, and may first have been printed in that city. By these rules the Confessors 
of his Bishopric were instructed to deny the offices of the Church to all such persons 
as held repartimientos, or who did not restore the avails of unrequited labour to the 
Indians. 


VII. This tract gives the principles on which Las Casas conducts his defence 
of the rights of the natives, and was evidently written to familiarize the Clergy with 
the principles upon which he based his whole theory of the rights of the Indians to 
personal liberty and rights of property.

The first edition of this interesting book, which describes the life and 
influence in New Spain of a celebrated missionary. According to his biographer, 
who spent many years in his company, ““ he seems to have had no father, mother, 
or family, for nobody ever heard him refer to his people, neither did he write to 
them, or enquire about them in the 34 years which he spent in New Spain.” 


Gregorio Lopez was born in Madrid on 4th July, 1542. He is said to have 
been of noble lineage, though some doubt exists as to his proper surname. He 
took the name of Lopez to disguise his family’s identity. At an early age he went 
to Navarre, where he lived with a hermit in great poverty for six years. His father 
went in search of him, and finally ran him to earth at his hermitage, bringing him 
back to Valladolid, where the Court then resided, and obtained for him an appoint- 
ment as Court page, much against his will. Court life not appealing to him, and 
being anxious to follow the life of a recluse, he proceeded to New Spain about 1562, 
and after visiting Veracruz, went on to.Mexico. Altogether he spent some 34 years 
in New Spain, “ in solitude and sanctity,’ and died on 2oth July, 1596. He is not 
to be confused with another Gregorio Lopez, who was a Chinese Dominican, 
graduated at Manila, and became Bishop of Nanking, where he died in 1670.

The vocabulary of Moxo and Baure words published by Adam and 
Leclerc in 1880 is taken from notes compiled by the Jesuit Father Antonio Magio.

The Governor of the French part of the Island the author considers to be as 
bad as the pirates, as he says that it was notorious that when the Pirate Lorenzo 
robbed the districts of Puerto Rico, and Santo Domingo, and in conjunction with 
the pirate Nicolas Vanhorn, sacked Vera Cruz, that a proportion of the spoil was 
handed over to the official French Governor, and a tenth of the proceeds to his 
King; as the pirates were obliged to do by their letters of Marque. In 1683 Capt. 
Laurens de Graff (Lorenzo), who had distinguished himself by capturing the 
Spanish ship bound for Santo Domingo and Porto Rico carrying 120,000 pieces of 
eight for the soldiers’ pay, joined with Capt. Nicholas Vanhorn (who had recently 
arrived from England), having seized the vessel of which he was captain, the “ Mary 
and Martha,” and re-named it the “ St. Nicholas,’ and turned his two merchants 
ashore at Cadiz), and several other Captains, and had captured and sacked Vera- 
Cruz. 

The Memorialist asked the King of Spain that a thousand families might be 
sent out, and Soo soldiers, and from 6 to 8 warships, so that the French could be 
driven out of the Island, and a Spanish population settled in their place.

Fray Balthassar de Medina was born in Mexico in 1635, and was a barefoot 
Franciscan of the Province of San Diego, where he was for fifteen years a Professor 
of Philosophy and Theology, and became the ‘“‘ Guardian ” (Franciscan Superior) of 
various convents. He went out to the Philippines in 1670 as Visitador of the 
Province of his Order, returning later to New Spain, where he died in 1697. 

The Chronica, although intended principally as a record of the lives of 
certain Franciscan Martyrs of New Spain, is a valuable authentic contribution of the 
lesser known history of Mexico; and contains a political-geographical description of 
the Province of San Diego. 

In the prologue Medina cites two documents in the Archives of the Order 
not now known,—a relation of New Mexico, 1628, by Fr. Augustin de Cuellar, and 
another of 1629 by Roque Figueredo. An account of the mission of Fr. Antonio 
de Arteaga to New Mexico in the early seventeenth century, and his conversion of 
the Piras and Manses will be found on folios 168-170, and an account of the uprising 
in New Mexico in 1680, on folios 199-200.

The accounts deal with a period which was by no means the least exciting 
in the turbulent history of Mexico. General dissatisfaction with existing con- 
ditions seems to have followed in the wake of the French Revolution; the revolt of 
the English Colonies in America; the uprising of the Spaniards against the 
Napoleonic tyranny at home, and their bitter hostility to the newly appointed Joseph 
Bonaparte, are some of the causes to which thea subsequent Mexican Independence 
are attributed. The history of Mexico can be roughly divided into three distinct 
periods—the first is the pre-Cortés era; the second, the Spanish colonial period; 
and the third, the era of independence, which really began in 1810. Many attempts 
to throw off the Spanish yoke were made by the Mexicans during the decade follow- 
ing upon the restoration of the House of Bourbon in Spain and the accession of 
Ferdinand VU; and in 1821, Augustin Iturbide, General of the Royal Army, de- 
feated the Viceroy Apodaca, took possession of Mexico, and proclaimed himself 
Emperor, under the name of Augustin I, in 1822. The conqueror of Apodaca did 
not long remain in possession of his unstable throne, however, for he was ousted 
from it the following year, when Mexico became a federative republic and the 
decisive victory over the Spanish King’s troops at Tampico in 1829 finally assured 
the Republic’s independence. 

It is interesting to note that amongst the items of public expenditure in this 
manuscript are the salaries paid to the troops. In 1812 over two million pesos

went in soldiers’ pay, as against one and a half million in 1813, and only three- 
quarters of a million in 1814, when the strength of the garrison was considerably 
cut down. 

The compiler deplores the fact that the productive capacity and consequent 
rental value of the estates is reduced by quite one third, owing to the activities of 
the insurgents. The distribution of tithes is set out in detail; some of the 
ecclesiastical pensions provided for under a Royal Decree, dated 24th April, 1801, 
were cancelled by a further decree on the 12th April, 1812. The Treasury also 
maintained Missions “‘ in the Californias, for the purpose of spreading the Catholic 
Faith.” 

The private estates had sustained much damage during the insurrection, 
with a consequence lack of produce; whilst the revenue derived from the sale of 
Tobacco, which had reached over two and three-quarter million pesos in 1812, was 
cut down by almost one-half the following year. Many reasons were attributed to 
this loss, amongst them the death from plague of over twenty thousand residents of 
Mexico city. 

There was a deficit of approximately two and a quarter million pesos, which 
did not include the expenses—amounting to a further two and a half millions— 
connected with Havana, Puerto Rico, the Philippines, the Mariana Islands (now 
knows as the Ladrone Islands), Florida, and the Legation at Philadelphia.

Don Diego Carillo de Mendoza y Pimentel, Marquis of Gelves, seventeenth 
Viceroy of Mexico, succeeded to his title in September, 1621; his nature was hard 
and he was subject to fits of temper. From the beginning of his rule he decided 
to clear the roads of the highwaymen with which they were infested. He disbe- 
lieved everything that was told him about the inundations to which the City of 
Mexico was subject, and in order to show that the height of the Lagoons could 
prevent the floods from taking place, he had the dykes of the Rio de Cuautitlan 
broken through. The river immediately covered the lagoons and was the cause 
that in December, 1623, at the time of the rains the town was inundated. The 
quarrels that he had with the Archbishop Juan Perez de la Serna caused a revolt 
under the leadership of Pedro de Vergara Gaviria, senior judge of the Supreme 
Court of Mexico, to break out in. the month of January, 1624, which obliged the 
Viceroy to seek refuge in the Convent of San Francisco, which he only ee to re- 
embark for Spain at the end of the same year. 


The Archbishop was recalled and named Bishop of Zamora.

Sousa, the Portuguese historian, for criticism. ‘“‘ He returned it to me, assuring me 
of its accuracy.” ‘The first discoveries, which began in 1410, were due to the enter- 
prise of the Infante Dom Henrique, son of John I of Portugal, who “cast two 
strong caravels upon the waters in 1410. They passed the promotory or cape, called 
by the ancients the Cape of Atlas, and by the more modern, the Cape of Not, being 
ersuaded that they could not pass it.” The Island of Puerto Santa was the first to 
S discovered, by Juan Gonzalez and Tristan Vaz in 1420. Five years later, Grand 
Canary and Teneriffe, which Dom Henrique had vainlv asked John II of Castille 
for, were granted to him by Pope Martin V; and in 1431 Castille obtained an edict 
from Pope Eugene IV, granting her the conquest and conversion of the Canaries. 


The first Portuguese discovery in America took place in 1500, when Pedro

The work is divided into two parts, each with a separate title-page, but with 
continuous pagination. ‘The First Part gives an account of Nunez Cabeca de Vaca’s 
journey through the Southern parts of the United States, from Tampa Bay to old 
Mexico. It is a thrilling story of adventure, and describes the Author’s wanderings 
with the survivors of Narvaez’ expedition, which set out in 1527 for the conquest of 
Florida, or all the region afterwards known as Florida and Louisiana. It is the 
record of the first journey made by Europeans through any part of the country now 
included within the boundaries of the United States. 


““Nufiez Cabeca de Vaca and a few others, who survived the ravages of 
disease and the cruelties of the Indians, were seized on the Mississippi coast and held 
in slavery for four years, but escaping, after numerous hardships, they at length 
made their way inland across Texas to Sonora, or some point near the shore of the 
Gulf of California. Thence he and three of his companions worked their way

1537, where, having failed to obtain the governorship of Florida, which had been 
given to Soto, he obtained that of the Rio de la Plata, in 1540.” 

The Second Part contains a contemporary account of Nufiez Cabeca de 
Vaca’s journey to the River Plate countries in South America, after his-appointment 
as Governor. He arrived in Uruguay in 1541, and proceeded to Asuncion, the 
capital of Paraguay, the site of Buenos Aires having been abandoned. “He ex- 
plored the regions around the Paraguay and Parana, conciliated the Indian tribes, 
and discovered the route towards Peru. On the complaint of his lieutenant 
Domingo de Irala he was arrested and sent back to Spain in 1545, where he spent 
several years in freeing himself from the charges made against him.” 

The first part of this work, the “ Relacion,” was first published in 1542, only 
two copies being known. ‘The second part, the ““Commentarios de Alvar Nufiez 
Cabega de Vaca, adelantado y governador de la provincia del Rio de la Plata,”’ is 
here published for the first time, and is the first printed account of the La Plata 
regions. . It was written by Cabeca de Vaca’s secretary, Pero Hernandez, whilst the 
former was in prison. At the end is appended a Relacion made in 1545 by 
Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabega de Vaca had sent on a journey of exploration 
northwards up the River Paraguay. 

“The journey of Alvar Nufiez across the entire continent of North America 
from the peninsula of Florida to the province of Cinaloa, on the Pacific, is one 
of the most remarkable on record, and ranks in importance with that of Marco Polo 
in the thirteenth century. From 1528 to 1537, nine long years, this small party of 
Spaniards were slowly traversing the vast region which separates the Atlantic from 
the Pacific Ocean. Constantly with wild tribes of Indians, who in them first saw 
men with white skins; traversing deserts and mountains, fording rivers, and for 
years, as destitute of clothing as the natives themselves, they at length reached the 
most distant Spanish settlements in Cinaloa, on the Pacific. 

The narrative of Nufiez was entirely written after his return, for he could 
take no notes by the way. Hence we find it extremely difficult to follow his foot- 
steps, and commentators are unable to agree on the point whether he crossed the Rio 
Grande near the present town of Ei Paso, and thence proceeded westward through 
the most northerly pass of the Sierra Madre and thence down into Sonora and Culla- 
can, or whether he crossed the Rio Grande two hundred miles farther south. 

In Mr. Smith’s notes to his edition of the book printed in 1854, he carries 
the travellers east of the Mississippi, beyond the present southern boundary of 
Tennessee, where he crosses the great rivr; thence he carries him westward along the 
banks of the Arkansas and Canadian rivers to New Mexico, crossing the Rio Grande 
at about 32 deg. parallel of North latitude; thence westward and southward into 
Sonora and southward to Cinaloa. In the notes to his new version printed in 
1873, Mr. Smith adopts an entirely new route. In this he keeps near the Gulf of 
Mexico, entirely within the present bounds of Texas, crossing the Rio Grande near 
the mouth of the Conchas River, which he ascends until he reaches the great moun- . 
tain chain, which he crosses, and there enters Cinaloa.

“which set out for Bartolome, Chihuahua, to conquer New Mexico, and achieved 
its object.” 


In one of the ramifications this expedition extended Spanish knowledge of 
the lower Colorado River Country. In 1604-5, Ofiate marched westward along 
Bill Williams Fork, to the Colorado, descended the latter to its mouth, and then 
retraced his steps to New Mexico. Ofiate reported that a strait existed between the 


Californians and the mainland, thus leading the Spaniards to believe that California 
was an island.

led to the Treaty of 1819, was written by the Spanish Plenipotentiary who was sent 
on a special mission to America, to deal with the matters discussed at the time; and 
is of great importance for the history of Florida, Louisiana, etc., and the Spanish 
claims on North America at the time of the annexation of these states by the U.S. 
Government. 

From the time that Louisiana was sold to the United States by Napoleon— 
who had acquired it from Spain in exchange for the precarious kingdom of Etruria, 
Spain’s insecure position in the Floridas became apparent, “ wedged into the terri- 
tory of a Republic which was shown to aim at incorporating them in its own 
dominions.” Indeed, the Floridas could not fail to become the object of the United 
States’ patient efforts to achieve their aim; and thus, in the period between 1805 and 
1819, we find the Americans claiming the right “to extend their frontier to the 
River Perdido including nearly the whole of Western Florida.” The war with 
France having begun before that point was settled, the United States are accused 
of having engineered a rising in the Floridas and of taking possession of it by means 
of an Act of Congress. They also claimed that their purchase of Louisiana with the 
rights which the French had held therein, entitled them to claim vast tracts of land 
to the west of the Mississipi including the important Bay of St. Bernard and the 
whole of Texas. 

The question of the United States and Spanish boundaries was not the only 
one at issue, Bitter quarrels had arisen owing to the unequal advantages and dis- 
advantages of certain stipulations in the Treaty of 1795, one of which was that the 
Americans should establish a warehouse at New Orleans for their inland produce; 
and the other, that the principle of “ the flag protecting the cargo’ should be recog- 
nised; both of which clauses gave rise to complaints. Moreover, on the strength of 
a secret order from the Spanish Indies Ministry, the Administrator of Louisiana 
ordered that the New Orleans depository should be suspended. The Americans 
complained, they were given compensation, but in spite of having expressed them- 
selves satisfied, they subsequently put in a claim for indemnification on the grounds 
that their harvests had been ruined that year. With regard to the protection 
afforded by the flag, after concluding their Treaty of 1795 with the Spaniards, the 
Americans entered into another with England, by which they established a contrary 
principle, which was: that the flag does not cover the cargo. The consequence 
was that whereas the English, who were then at war with Spain, were thus entitled 
to seize Spanish goods on board American ships, the Spaniards could not seize 
English property on those same ships. Both the Spanish corsairs and prize-court 
officials, “irritated and offended at the inequality of the rules . . . did not 
invariably respect the terms of the Treaty of 1795 and gave cause for claims,” to 
which the Americans added others with regard to the excesses committed against 
their commerce by French corsairs off the Spanish coast and ports, and for which 
Spain was held responsible. An agreement was entered into between Spain and 
the United States, with a view to liquidating their debts, but before it was properly 
ratified, Spain’s internal diplomatic upheavals—the Peninsula War, the War of 
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ONIs (LUIS DE)—continued. 


Independence and King Ferdinand’s re-instatement—caused the United States to 
ignore Spain’s Diplomatic agents and to continue to occupy Western Florida, whilst 
private American enterprise gave the United States a strong foothold in Eastern 
Florida and Texas. Spain, unable to enlist the help of either England or France 
was thus faced with the preblem of losing Florida with as little sacrifice to her 
dignity as possible. 

Subsequently the Spanish Government was faced with a delicate problem : 
on the one hand, the need to cede Florida; in other words, to ratify the Treaty of 
Washington of 22nd February, 1819, which, though distasteful, had nevertheless 
been lawfully entered into by this Spanish Plenipotentiary. On the other hand, the 
inevitable consequence of not ratifying the treaty would have been war-—crushing, 
humiliating, and above all, disastrous to their hold upon their remaining colonies 
in America, already infected with the spirit of Republicanism. 

These two volumes reproduce the text of all the important documents that 
passed between the representatives of the two governments during the trying pre- 
liminary period before the Treaty was finally convened. 

An English version of these negotiations was published by Tobias Watkins 
in Washington in 1821.

These instructions were given by King Philip II, in 1590, and were kept as 
State secrets till the year 1619, when they were printed by order of King Philip 
III, in order that they might be presented to the chiefs of the fleets and captains of 
the boats. 

The Ordenanzas are the secret sailing instructions for all Spanish ships sail- 
ing from the Indies, and are of the greatest interest. Among the orders is one for- 
bidding any ship to sail from America without a convoy; others forbidding ships 
returning from the Indies to enter Portuguese harbours under any pretext, not even 
fishing boats were allowed to take off any member of a crew from a boat coming 
from the Indies; no cargo was to be carried in the Admiral’s ship, étc., etc.

This book establishes the fact that Padre José Ortega, the Jesuit Missionary, 
was the author. Under the title ““ Apostolicos Afanes de la Campafia ”’, etc., it had 
been published anonymously in Barcelona in 1754, see No. 244 of this catalogue. 

José Ortega was born at Tlaxcala on 15th April, 1700. He joined the Com- 
pany of Jesus on the 23rd April, 1717, and worked in the Nayarit Missions for 
thirty years, being resident missionary in Jesus Maria. At the time of the Jesuit 
expulsion in New Spain, he embarked on the frigate ‘‘ Buen Suceso”’ with forty- 
eight other Jesuits, at Veracruz. ‘The date seems to be doubtful, the writer of the 
preface giving two quotations from different records. The Jesuit Catalogue states 
that he Tett Veracruz on 29th November, 1767, and died at Puerto Santa Maria on 
2nd July, 1768, at the age of 68. 

The History of Nayarit contains some extraordinarily interesting references 
to the early Californian Missions, and especially to Father Eusbio Kino’s experiences 
amongst the Pimerian converts, and his several arduous journeys to California in 
the interests of the Catholic Faith and geographical science. 

The third ‘“‘ book ” deals with later conditions in Upper Pimeria and Cali- 
fornia, and contains the diary of the journey of the Jesuit Father Fernando Consag 
in California, and the measures that were taken to subdue the hostile Apaches.

Juan de Padilla was commonly called “ El Cartuxano,” or the Carthusian, 
because he chose thus modestly to conceal his own name, and announce himself only 
as a monk of Santa Maria de las Cuevas in Seville. | Before he entered into that 
_ severe monastery, he wrote a poem called “ The Labyrinth of the Duke of Cadiz,” 
which was printed in 1493; but his chief works were composed afterwards. 


“The one entitled ‘The Twelve Triumphs of the Twelve Apostles,’ was 
completed on the 14th of February, 1518; a poem formidable for its length, since it 
fills a thousand stanzas of nine lines each. It is partly an allegory, but wholly religi- 
ous in its character, and is composed with more care than anything else its author 
wrote. The action passes in the twelve signs of the Zodiac through which the poet 
is successively carried by Saint Paul, who shows him, in each of them first, the 
marvels of one of the twelve Apostles; next, an opening of one of the twelve mouths 
of the infernal regions; and lastly a glimpse of the corresponding division of Purga- 
tory. Dante is evidently the model of the good monk. Indeed, he begins with a 
direct imitation of the opening of the ‘ Divina Commedia,’ from which, in other 
parts of the poem, phrases and lines are not infrequently borrowed. The language, 
which has a decided air of yet older times about it, is free and strong, and the 
versification, considering the period, is uncommonly rich and easy.” (Ticknor,

An address from the famous Bishop of Puebla de los Angeles to the King of 
Spain, in which he discourses upon the character and abilities of the Mexican Indians, 
whose cause he champions: ‘“‘ The Indians are the vassals who have cost the Crown 
the least, yet they are not the ones who have helped least to enrich the Crown ”’; 
and are therefore worthy of Royal protection. 

Leclerc cites the French edition of 1672, which is a “translation of the 
valuable Memorial of the celebrated bishop. The original edition is an excessively 
rare book.” 

Palafox was second to Las Casas in making known to the Spanish govern- 
ment the unfortunate condition of the Indians, and demanded of it an effort to 
ameliorate their condition. His zeal and humanity are shown in this appeal to the 
King, to whom his work is addressed. The work was printed secretly, without title, 
date, or indication where printed, and is very rare. 


The rarity and importance of this work in all inquiries relative to the 
interesting and much abused aboriginal people of Mexico requires a statement of 
its contents, which its very brief title conveys no idea of. It is divided into ar 
chapters, preceded by an Introductory Address to the King. The object of the work, 
whose title is “* Virtues of the Indian,” is a panegyric of this people.

had a great influence upon the natives, and brought most of the tribes under their 
control. The letters from Father Serra to Father Palou, which chiefly make up the 
volume, give not only an account of the founding of the missions but interesting 
details of the various Indian tribes, their manners and customs, together with 
descriptions of the country.” This book is valuable as the only contemporary 
biography and relation of Serra’s activities—the subject-matter of various nineteenth 
and twentieth century works, containing the very scarce engraved map. The author 
states that he wrote the book “in the new Mission at the port of San Francisco, 
amongst gentile barbarians, without the aid of books, or the companionship of 
learned men with whom to consult.’ Fray Francisco Palou, who was a native of 
Palma, and a pupil of Serra, accompanied him to America and was his constant 
companion during the whole course of his career as a missionary in California. 
After Serra’s death, Palou returned to Mexico, where he became the Superior of 
the Franciscan Convent of San Fernando. He died at the college of St®. Cruz de 
Queretaro in 1789. Fray Junipero Serra was a Franciscan, who was born at Villa 
de Petra, Majorca, in 1713, of humble parentage. He was baptized on the day of 
his birth (24th November), receiving the names of Miguel Joseph; and from his 
earliest years was encouraged in his religious training by his devout parents. He 
assumed the name of Junipero, after the companion of Saint Francis, on completing 
his novitiate in 1731. His indomitable zeal overcame his physical disadvantages . 
he mentioned himself that he was “‘ always so ill, and so small of stature, that [ 
could not reach the chorister’s desk, or help my fellow novitiates in their daily round 
of duties, but was employed by the Father Maestro to assist with the Mass ’’—and 
enabled him to realize his great ambition to go out to America and convert the 
natives, regardless of hardships, of which he endured many, one notable example 
being his walk from Veracruz to Mexico. 


He was at one time professor of Theology at the Lullian University of 
Majorca; and subsequently became Commissary of the Holy Office for the whole 
of New Spain, President and Founder of the Missions in Upper and Lower 
California, and founder of the Establecimientos of Monterey. 


He left Cadiz with his fellow missionaries on 28th August, 1749, and arrived 
at Veracruz on 6th December; and the thirty-five years that followed were dedicated 
to the work of founding the Missions at San Carlos, San Gabriel, San Antonio, San 
Luis Obispo, San Francisco de Asis, San Juan Capistrano, Santa Clara and San 
Buenaventura; travelling incessantly (and usually on foot) in the pursuit of his 
object, leading an exemplary life, and overcoming the opposition of certain Spanish 
officials in California to gain his desired end. He died at Monterey (California) on 
28th August, 1784.

Pedro de Peralta y Barnuevo was a. Peruvian poet and linguist (born and 
died in Lima 1663-1743), and was the principal official cosmographer of his country. 
He was a man of extraordinary learning. He wrote poetry in eight different lan- 
guages; was well-versed in philosophy, chemistry, botany, anatomy, and medicine; 
accountancy, holding the post of contador de cuentas or accountant to the Real 
Audiencia; was president and founder of an Academy of Mathematics; compiled the 
official calendar annually; published various astronomical and other scientific works;

The work is divided into twelve parts, or “ books,”’ in the first of which the 
author describes the province of Sinaloa, the natives, their customs, and the first 
entry of the Spaniards there. Book II is devoted to the Jesuit foundation of the 
Sinaloa mission; book III treats of the conversion of three of the principal tribes of 
natives to Catholicism; book IV describes the Mission and conversions in the district 
of Rio de Mayo, Sinaloa and district; book V describes the wars between the 
Spaniards and the Hiaqui natives, and their conversion; book VI treats of the later 
conversions in Sinaloa; book VII deals with the question of Missions among the - 
barbarous peoples in general, and of the common benefits derived from them; book 
VUI is devoted to the history of the Topia Mission and the conversion of its natives; 
book IX describes the San Andres Mission and district; book X describes the con- 
version of the Tepeguanes and their subsequent rebellion; book XI deals with the 
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PEREZ DE RIBAS (FATHER ANDRES)—continued. 


Missions at Parras and Laguna Grande, while book XII contains an appendix to 
the History of the Missions in New Spain, including a long account of the martyr- 
dom of the nine Jesuit missionaries in Florida in 1566. 


Of special interest is the chapter in which the writer mentions Admiral 
Pedro Porter Casanate’s expedition. Philip IV had ordered him to reconnoitre 
the Californian lands on the Pacific, “ to seek for pearls, and colonize the unknown 
lands and spread the Catholic Faith,” and he took with him some Jesuit Mis- 
sionaries on his voyage of discovery. 


Previous to this, however, a Jesuit, Father Jacinto Cortes, had already trodden 
on Californian soil, and a letter of his, quoted in this book, describes his meeting 
with the natives. This Father Jacinto had been employed in the Sinaloa Missions 
for sixteen years, and, on the invitation of the Governor of the Province, Captain 
Luis Cestin de Cafas, accompanied him in a small vessel across the Gulf of 
California in 1642, taking with him a few soldiers from the Sinaloa garrison. The 
Father wrote a full account of this expedition to the Provincial, stating that they 
arrived in July, but owing to contrary winds and tides, they took a short cut and 
“ sighted the islands of California. We left Baibachilato, and coasting past the port 
of San Ignacio, we came upon a hillock which is in the middle of the sea, not more 
than twenty leagues from San Ignacio. We continued to the west, and before we 
had lost sight of Sinaloa, the Californias came into view. We landed at the port, 
which has been named the port of St. Joseph, where there are some friendly Indians. 
Passing all the creeks and bays, we came to the one which they call La Paz, about 
forty leagues. All the Indians gathered together, as friendly as if they were from 
Sinaloa. On this coast, as far as San Barnabé, there must be something like a 
thousand of them, all fishermen, their food being mainly shellfish. 


“These simple people, orderly in their habits, for there are no drunkards 
amongst them, and they each have but one wife, are very peaceful, and only wage 
war against the tribe known as the Guaicuras, who live in the islands on the opposite 
coast, and these Guaicuras wish to eject them from their land and take possession 
of La Paz. The arms of the Californians are large bows and arrows, with flint, 
but without poisonous herbs: for, although this is to be found here, they do not 
know of it, or use it. 


“These Indians have been assisted against the Guaicuras by the Spaniards 
who have recently effected an entry in those lands. In fact, as soon as the 
Spaniards go there, they come in search of them, bringing them fish and fruit from 
Pitahayas, and requesting them to fire their arquebuses at the Guaicuras—and are 
very happy when their request is complied with. Once: we formed a procession, 
carrying the Image of the Virgin, chanting our Litanies, and they accompanied us, 
Indian women and men—more than two hundred of them—with their bows and 
arrows, thinking that we were going to make war upon the Guaicuras. . . . This 


land is poor in water and other supplies, but there is a lagoon of drinking water. 
(Continued over)

And when these islands are colonised, it will be necessary to start with the Guaicura 
territory, in order to provide sustenance for the islands, which is where all the 
pearl fisheries exist. We have bartered for a few of these, which the Captain is 
sending to his Excellency, so that he may see some of the fruits of this country. 
The reason why there are so few (pearls) to send, is because the Indians had hurried 
away to their caves owing to the heavy rains. We returned after having spent a 
month there. What I think about this country is: that it seems very extensive, 
another new world, or another New Spain. If God disposes that we should teach 
these people, I offer my services; indeed, it is precisely this which has brought me 
from the College of Mexico, and no other wish.” 

Porter Casanate’s expedition, according to this writer’s account, started the 
following year (1643), the Admiral taking with him some priests of the Company 
of Jesus, at the request of the Viceroy, the Conde de Salvatierra, “ and because he 
was particularly fond of this Order.”” The Provincial of the day stated that it was 
given to the “sons ”’ of Ignatius (Loyola) to introduce Catholicism in those remote 
western American regions, and, some forty years later, another famous Jesuit, Father 
Kino, the “‘ Apostle of California,” firmly established the faith in the country which 
was still considered an island. 

“Father Perez de Ribas went to Sinaloa, himself, in 1604, and actively 
engaged in Missionary enterprises. In 1617, with Tomas Basilio, he first undertook 
a Mission to the Yaquis. In 1620 he returned to Mexico as Rector of the Colegio 
Maximo, and in 1640 became Provincial. In 1646 he was in Rome as Procurador 
of the Mexican Province, but in 1648 he returned to Mexico, where he died seven 
years later.”

This interesting publication was printed for the purpose of acquainting the 
members of the Consejo de Indias and all the Governors, judges, and other adminis- 
trators in Spanish America, with the import of earlier Decrees issued in respect of 
the administration of the Indies. The Consejo de Indias in Spain was to have 
supreme power to rule, in consultation with the king; it was to have the minutest 
information or all the Dominions, and the right to divide the states into viceregal 
and ecclesiastical provinces; its principal aim, “ all other considerations aside,’ was

to be the conversion of the Indians, who were also to be well treated as the King’s 
protégés “ whom our Lord had placed in his Majesty’s care.” The Consejo was 
further enjoined to punish any who ignored these provisions. Every week, Wed- 
nesday was to be set aside for a conference with the King on the affairs of America; 
and all the previous ordinances and statutes for the government of the Indies were 
to be carefully studied before any further laws were drafted in this connection. The 
Consejo was to deal exculsively with law suits relating to the Indies, no secular or 
ecclesiastical judge in Spain being permitted to interfere. All papal bulls, briefs, and 
other important documents relating to America were to be transcribed in books pro- 
vided for the purpose in the Ministry for the Indies, the originals being preserved 
in the archives at Simancas. No relative of any official of the Consejo was per- 
mitted to take part as a lawyer in any law suit relating to the Indies. | Amongst 
numerous other interesting laws were the regulations affecting notaries, treasurers, 
chroniclers, and cosmographers: “ The official cosmographer shall make charts of 
the Indies, indicating by their latitude, longitude, and number of leagues, the pro- 
vinces, islands, rivers, mountains and other places which should be drawn and 
painted in accordance with the descriptions and notes given to him by the notaries 
of the Consejo; he shall also verify and calculate the eclipses of the moon, to take 
the longitude of the lands, and send his report of the times at which observations are 
to be made and the instruments required, to the Governors of the various provinces 

and as results are obtained, so shall they be recorded in the book of 
descriptions. 

‘The chronicler shall preserve a record of all the memorable deeds and 
events that may occur in the Indies, and continuously write the general history of the 
country with the utmost precision and accuracy, recording the customs, rites, and 
antiquities . . . with a view to furnishing a history which shall be published or 
suppressed at the discretion of the Consejo.” 

Other records were to be kept regarding the natural history and resources, 
and navigations.

In the year 1635, Admiral Don Pedro Porter obtained permission from the 
Viceroy of New Spain to explore California at his own expense. This license was 
renewed in 1636, but was afterwards revoked for fear that the knowledge of the new 
discoveries might become known to foreigners. In 1640 he came to an agreement 
with the King as to this expedition, and on the 8th of August, 1640, the King of 
Spain named him chief and admiral of the expedition, with the same honours and 
privileges as were enjoyed by chiefs and admirals of squadrons in the Royal Navy. ° 
From 1647 to 1651 he held the position of Governor and Captain-General of the 
Provinces of Sinaloa, and of its forts, frontiers, and of the coasts of the Pacific.

This paper gives some extremely interesting statistics of the newly- 
emancipated United States, and the old dominion of New Granada, the data being 
supplied by Spanish economists, books in the possession of the Spanish-American 
Viceroys, Rochefoucauld, Brissot, etc. The area of the thirteen United States at the 
time of their Independence extended to about 23,045 square leagues. At the time 
the statement was printed, it extended, from the boundary of Nova Scotia to that 
of Eastern Florida, to some 78490 square leagues. The money minted in the U.S. 
between the years 1792 and 1796 amounted to 414175 pesos, of which over 149 
thousand were pesos gold. At about that period, the Spanish territory in America 
extended to over 67 thousand square leagues while the output of minted gold in 
Santa Fé for the years 1801-4 amounted to considerably more than five million pesos. 
Separate figures of the revenue derived from the provinces of Spanish America are 
also included. Of the relative export and import trade of the U.S.A. before their 
declaration of Independence, and the dominion.of New Granada, the total imports 
of the former exceeded ten million pesos, the exports amounting to more than half 
. this sum, while the latter dominion imported goods to the value of two-and-a-half

This first edition, of which we offer a copy, is so excessively rare that 
very few bibliographers have actually handled it: neither Salva nor Colmeiro 
mentions it at all; Harrisse, Medina, and Sabin had never met a copy of it, and 
quote the colophon, as recorded by Mendez and Clemencin, only under a totally 
mistaken notion (as explained at the end of this note). On the other hand, 
Harrisse cites (Add. No. 10), an undated [Salamanca] edition, of which there are 
copies in the John Carter Brown Library, the Biblioteca Colombina, and the British 
Museum (No. c.63.k.1), the date of which is assumed to be 1503. None of these 
copies have a colophon. The true first edition possesses a colophon stating that the 
King and Queen ordered Juan Ramirez to see to the printing of it, and further 
bears the date “ 16th November, 1503,”’ before which no other edition could have 
appeared. (Full details and collation of the undated edition, first cited by Harrisse, 
are gwen at the end of the present note.)

The following is a full translation of this edict :— 


‘Don Ferdinand and Dofia Isabel by the Grace of God King and Queen 
of Castile, of Leon, of Aragon, of Sicily, of Granada, of Toledo, of Valencia, of 
Jaen, of the Algarves and Algeciras, of Gibraltar, and of the Canary Islands, Count 
and Countess of Barcelona, Lord and Lady of Vizcaya and Molina, Duke and 
Duchess of Athens and Neopatria, Count and Countess of Rossillon and Cerdaigne, 
Marquis and Marchioness of Oristan and Gociano. To all the judges, officials, 
mayors and bailiffs and any other judicial officials of all the cities, towns and places 
of our kingdoms and manors to whom this edict, or its transcript signed by a 
public notary, may be shown: health and grace. 


“Know ye that we have commanded Don Christopher Columbus, our 
Admiral of the Indies and the Atlantic Ocean, to return to the Island of Espafiola 
and the other Islands and Lands which exist in the said Islands, to arrange for the 
governing and colonization thereof; and for this we command that he be given 
certain ships and caravels wherein certain people who receive payment for a certain 
period, do sail; and supplies and food for the purpose. And for that these same 
people will not suffice for the foundation of the said colony, as befits the service of 
God and ourselves, unless there be others to dwell there and serve them, we do 
command that this, our edict, be given to each and every one of you for this reason. 
Wherefore we command that whensoever any person or persons, be they men or 
women of our kingdoms, shall have committed or shall commit any crime or crimes 
for which they might have merited, or should be sentenced to, banishment—in 
accordance with the provisions of the laws of our kingdoms—to some island, or to 
hard labour in the mines, that ye do banish them to serve on the said Island 
Espafiola to perform such labour as our said Admiral of the Indies may tell them or 
order, for the period that they may be sentenced to spend on the said island and 
to hard labour in the mines. And similarly all other persons who may be guilty 
of crimes that do not merit the death penalty but such crimes as justly merit the 
sentence of banishment to the said Indies: in accord with the quality of their 
crimes shall ye sentence and banish them to the Island Espafiola to sojourn there 
and to do that which the said Admiral might command, for such time as ye may 
deem necessary. And all those whom ye may have sentenced until now, or might 
sentence hereafter, to go to the said islands, and are prisoners in your custody: 
these ye shall send captive and well provided for, to one of our prisons of our 
chanceries of Valladolid or Ciudad Real, or to the royal prison of Seville; and they 
who bring them in their custody to the said chanceries shall deliver the prisoners 
into the hands of our magistrates there; and they who are taken to the prison at 
Seville shall be delivered into the hands of our official there, at the expense of the 
condemned if they have possessions; and if possessions they have not, then the cost 
must be defrayed out of the penal fund of maravedis of our Chamber. 


“And we do command the said Justices to perform, and comply with, all 
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that which is above-written; and that all the Councils of the cities, towns and places 
situated in our kingdoms, shall render unto them all such assistance as they might 
have need of. 


“And if any other persons shall have committed, or shall commit, crimes 
for the which they should be banished from these our said kingdoms, ye shall 
banish them to our said islands in the following manner. 


‘“ They who shall have merited perpetual banishment from our said king- 
doms, ye shall banish to the said island for ten years; and they who shall have 
incurred the penalty of a temporary exile from these our kingdoms, shall be 
banished to the said island for the half of such period. And neither the ones nor 
the others shall in any wise whatsoever act contrary under penalty of the forfeiture 
of our grace and ten thousand maravedis for our Chamber, to each one who might 
act contrary [to our commands]. 


“Moreover, we command that the man who places this decree before you, 
shall summon you to Hoes before us at our court wheresoever we may be, within 
fifteen days counting from the one upon which ye shall have been summoned, 
under the said penalty; under the which, we likewise command any public notary 
who may have been summoned for the purpose, to give there and then to him who 
shall have brought you this edict, testimony thereof signed with his signature, so 
that we may know how our commands have been complied with.

A CORRECTION TO HarrissE ‘“‘ BisLIOTHECA AMERICANA VETUSTISSIMA, ADDI- 
trons,’’ No. io. 

The extreme rarity of the first edition is in part responsible for Harrisse’s 
curious blunder, never we believe corrected, by which the identity of this edition 
has been merged into that of another and later edition. 


Harrisse, Bibliotheca Americana Vetustissima, Additions, No. 10, purports 
to be a description of the edition of the Pragmaticas printed at Alcala in 1503, ie., 
the first edition. (The copy Harrisse had before him was the one, once belonging 
to Fernando Columbus, now in the Biblioteca Colombina). In collating our copy 
we found that it agreed with Harrisse’s description only as to the colophon, which 
was not in the Colombina copy, nor in any copy examined by Harrisse, but which 
he gives after Clemencin and Mendez. ‘This made us suspect that Harrisse was 
not describing the Alcala edition at all; and our conjecture was confirmed by finding 
in the British Museum Library a copy of an edition of the Pragmaticas which did 
tally exactly with Harrisse’s description—except, of course, that it was without the 


colophon. This edition the British Museum has assigned to the press of Juan de 
(Continued over) 
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Porras at Salamanca, with the “ circa’ date of 1503; and we can know that it was 
printed not later than 1508, as the title contains mention of the privilege granted to 
the publisher, Juan Ramirez, for a period of five years, commencing from Ist 
December, 1503. A comparison of the two editions reveals quite unmistakably that 
the edition without colophon is a cheap reprint. The fine stout paper and generous. 
margins of our Alcala edition have been replaced by thinner paper and meagre 
margins; the type is smaller, the lines much longer, and the number of lines to a 
page is increased—which economies of space have reduced the size of the book by 
weil over a third. 


The following description of the edition without colophon, which Harrisse 
mistook for the Alcala edition, is taken from the British Museum copy :—

It will be observed that the wording of the title is closely copied from the 
Alcala edition, the most notable difference being, that the Alcala edition states that 
it has been printed “a costa,” and this, “ por mandado,” of Juan Ramirez. 


The descriptions given by Mendez and Clemencin of the Alcala edition are 
sufficiently detailed for Harrisse to have realised that the edition he was describing 
was not the edition that he found recorded by these bibliographers. Presumably, 
however, Harrisse, having never seen a copy of the real Alcala edition, concluded 
that Mendez and Clemencin must be incorrectly describing the edition of which he

had a copy before him. The fact that he had never met with a copy having the 


colophon did not shake Harrisse in this assumption, for, since all the copies he had 
examined lacked the final leaf (an innocent blank, no doubt), he took it that the 
colophon recorded by Mendez and Clemencin was contained on this final leaf. 


This blunder of Harrisse has had the effect of making every copy of the 
edition without a colophon seem imperfect, for, of course, no copy has the colophon 
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recorded by Harrisse. Since 1872, when appeared Harrisse’s Bibliotheca Americana 
Vetustisstma, Additions, most bibliographers, when describing a copy of the undated 
edition, have, on the authority of Harrisse, appended the colophon of the Alcala 
edition, adding however, that the copy before them lacks this colophon leaf. 


Harrisse’s error has remained unchecked for so long on account of the 
excessive rarity of the Alcala edition, which has prevented bibliographers from 
having both editions before them; the British Museum Library, we believe, is the 
only library possessing a copy of both the editions in question, and no other library 
is now known, for certain fact, to have a copy of the Alcala edition. 


A peculiarity of the Alcala edition is that the verso of folio ccxlviii is left 
blank, and the following leaf is numbered cclvii (an apparent gap of eight leaves, 
which would have composed quire H). This gap in the foliation (which has no 
corresponding gap in the text) probably resulted from the book being set up in 
type by several compositors simultaneously, in order that several presses might be 
kept at work printing it. It would seem that the compositor, to whom was allotted 
the copy from which to set us a section of the book up to, and including, folio cclvi, 
set up no further than the recto of folio ccxlviii when his copy gave out. The book 
would, therefore, have to be printed without folios ccxlix-cclvi. 

It is evident from the foregoing that Ramirez was anxious to get the 
Pragmaticas printed with the utmost expedition; and, moreover, if we are to believe 
the evidence of the dates, the printing of the laws was completed only six days after 
Ramirez had received the Royal command to see to the printing of them, which 
was given, according to the last paragraph in the book, on the roth of November,

An extremely scarce report of the celebration of Cuzco of the beatification 
of Father Ignatius Loyola, founder of the Society of Jesus, printed in Lima. There 
is no reference to it in Medina, Salva, Heredia or Sabin. Salva mentions a Relacion 
of similar celebrations in Seville in 1610, the book having also been printed in 
Seville, but the Lima publication seems to be quite unknown. 


The news of Ignatius’ beatification was received in Cuzco on 2nd May, 1610, 
to the gratification of both Spaniards and Indians. ‘‘ Such enthusiasm had never 
been demonstrated in the city since its foundation, and no sooner had the news 
been received (on the third Sunday after Easter at three in the afternoon) than it 
was communicated to the Ecclesiastical and secular chapters, by the Jesuit Fathers 
who were congratulated upon this happy event. That night there was a special 
peal of bells in all the Churches, Monasteries and Parishes, and at the Jesuits’ house 
there was music with clarionets and other instruments. In the early evening, there 
was a grand Te Deum, chanted with the cathedral music, and there was such a 
vast gathering that there was not room for them all in the church. They had 

laced a great altar in the principal chapel, beautifully decorated, with a large image 
of the blessed Padre Ignatius, flanked on either side by one of Francisco Xavier and 
another of Stanislaus of the same Society. | Everyone wondered at the excellent 
manner in which the arrangements had been carried out in the space of some two

hours. . . . The Dominicans came in procession chanting a Te Deum, accom- 
panied by clarionet-music, and when that was over, they stood at the altar before 
the image of the beatified Ignatius and rendered their Antiphony and prayer. Owing 
to the number of people who were desirous of attending the ceremony, the church 
remained open until nine, and the same thing occurred on the two nights following. 
On these nights the church was illumiated with many lights, wax tapers, candles 
and lamps suspended from the ceiling all over the church. There were also illumi- 
nations all over the city, particularly in the mayor’s house, that of Don Pedro de 
Cordova Mexia, of the Order of Santiago. 


“ The following Sunday the feast was celebrated by the Vizcaynos. On the 
Saturday they had had music in the Jesuits’ tower until the evening, and after nine, 
erected a miniature castle before the Jesuits’ door. In this they placed a large wheel 
of gunpowder, and before setting fire to it, they burned great pans of rosin, which 
afforded a brilliant light like that in the illuminated church. Most of the evening 
was spent in enjoying a firework display of rockets and other devices with gun- 
powder, the great wheel being lit last of all, and while this was blazing, they played 
on various musical instruments.”

Padre Julian de Pedraga was the Jesuit Procurator General for the Indies, 
who was born at Guardia in 1599, and died in Madrid in 1662. 


Bernardino de Cardenas was born at Chiquisaca in Peru in the early years 
of the seventeenth century; joined the Franciscan Order; and soon distinguished 
himself as a preacher and missionary. He became Bishop of Asuncion, Paraguay, 
in 1646; and, after the dispute with the Jesuits, was offered the bishopric of 
Popayan, which his advanced age forbade him to accept. However, he became 
Bishop of Santa Cruz de la Sierra, Peru, where he died in 1668. According to 
the Catholic Encyclopaedia, there was a genuine reconciliation between the Bishop 
and the Jesuits a few years before he died. 


In this publication, Fray Juan de San Diego y Villalon, Franciscan Pro- 
curator for the Province of Tucuman, Paraguay, and Buenos Ayres, addresses to 
the King of Spain a reply to the letter by.Padre Julian de Pedraza, and writes in 
defence of the Bishop Cardenas. This was published in French, and the French 


version seems to be better known to bibliographers than this Spanish. original.

A full contemporary résumé of the case of Palafox against the Jesuits, which 
created considerable commotion in New Spain in 1647. The charges brought by 
the Bishop of Puebla de los Angeles were, briefly, that the Jesuits had contravened 
the dictates of papal bulls, the Council of Trent, and the Cardinals; had preached 
in the Bishop’s diocese without due authority; and that, in view of their “ general 
scandalous procedure in the Kingdom [of New Spain] they were to present their 
licences and cease to preach or take confessions, under penalty of rigorous prosecu- 
tion.” ‘The Jesuits were also accused of failing to preach the Gospel in the right 
manner in Sinaloa and China. 

These charges were the subject of bitter and lengthy controversy; and the 
present publication is a report compiled by a partisan of the Jesuits, Lorengo de 
Alvarado, their Procurator General for the province of New Spain. Juan de Palafox 
y Mendoza, the famous Bishop of Puebla de los Angeles, Mexico, and, for the space 
of five months, Viceroy of New Spain, was the illegitimate son of Don Jaime Palafox 
y Mendoza, Marquis de Ariza. He was born at Fitero, Navarre, in 1600, and 
died at Osma (Spain), where he was officiating as Bishop, in 1659. He was a man 
of outstanding administrative ability, great moral courage, and sincerity; and proved 
his disinterestedness by declining to accept a salary as Viceroy and Visitador. His 
zeal, however, far exceeded his tact and prudence; and his notorious dispute with 
the Jesuits, which began with his expressed desire to see their licences for preaching 
in his diocese, led, not only to violent altercations between the opposing partisans, 
excommunications, persecutions which held something of tragedy and farce, and 
six years of bitter wrangling at official assemblies, but even to disputes, many years 
after, with regard to the beatification of Palafox and the question of his canonization, 
which was made the subject of controversy between pro-Jesuits and anti-Jesuits. 

This publication is of particular interest, as it gives a very full report of 
the case.

This was an old question, and especially agitated 
on the part of the bishops by the famous Bishop Palafox of Puebla. Rua gives a 
very considerable account aw the services of the Franciscans in the missions, and 
especially those of Panuco, New Mexico, and Nueva Viscaya. In New Mexico he 
states that there were forty-four convents but only sixty-six missionaries. 

The contest over the doctrinas between the bishops and the monastic orders 
lasted a hundred years or more, and was productive of an enormous mass of docu- 
ments issued from both sides, but principally from that of the monastic orders. The 
bishops generally had the Crown on their side.

on the way; of charging an excessively high fee for the use of the silver crucifix at 
funerals, and sending only a wooden cross, if the fee could not be paid; and of 
compelling the Indians to marry at a very early age in order to obtain more 
contributions. 

The regular prelates were accused of appointing and dismissing curates at 
will, without consulting the Bishop; and the curates themselves were accused of 
absenting themselves from their curacies without the Bishop’s permission!

Aspersions were also cast on the Commissaries 
General from Spain, who were accused not only of enriching themselves in this way, 
and by inducing the Indians to give them presents of money, but by lending money 
as usurers.

The 
reply states: ‘‘ The objection is justifiable in part, because the intention of the 
belligerents and the mediators is, that all territory conquered in America by one or 
the other side, should be restored; and that the ships which have been seized since 
the signing of the treaty, should be restored in specie or in kind; but as regards 
the land in Florida, it is fair that the restitution should be deferred until the com- 
missaries have decided upon the boundaries.”

It is most interesting to read the account of the theatre which was specially 
prepared for the performance, and which is described on six pages. 

Among the characters were King Manuel and his councillors, Vasco de 
Gama, the Town of Lisbon, Cintra, the river Tagus, the Ocean, the Earth, Air, Fire 
and Water, South, West, and East, the Comet, Brazil, the Provinces of Malabar, 
Cambaya, etc. 

In the middle of the comedy is a most interesting scene, in which a page 
arrives with signs of joy, with the information that a galleon has just arrived 
with the news of the discovery of new Lands. The King orders the captain of the 
galleon to advance; he advances, and gives the news of the discovery of ‘Brazil.4 He 
brings “‘ Brazil’? with him, and introduces him to the King; together with six 
parrots, monkeys, Tapuias and Aymures. The King and the Tapuijas sing a 
chorus in Portuguese, and afterwards in Brazilian. After a lengthy scene there is a 
chorus between the King who speaks Portuguese, and the monkeys who speak 
alternately Portuguese and Brazilian. 

The book was absolutely unknown to Rodriguez, “ Bibliography of Brazil.”

Other navigators had entered the Strait before 
Sarmiento—Magellan in 1520, Leaysa and Cano in 1526, Alcazava in 1535, and 
Drake in 1578; but Sarmiento’s account of his voyage virtually superseded all reports 
made by previous explorers.

This edition was printed at the expense of the King of Spain, to whom the 
work is dedicated. 

The author wrote other geographical, mathematical and nautical works, some 
of which, however, do not seem. to have been published. 

Francisco de Seixas or Seijas y Lobera, was a distinguished Spanish naviga- 
tor and cosmographer. Born at Mondofiedo, he began his travels at an early age,

and studied in particular mathematics, cosmography and languages. About the 
year 1662, he accompanied the French Ambassador ‘Tavernier on his special mission 
to the Great Mogol; and visited China two years later; passing the Moluccas, and 
the Strait of Lemaire from the Pacific to the Atlantic on his way back. He then 
made a long voyage to China and Siam in a mercantile fleet, and took possession of 
one vessel as his share of the profits. In command of this vessel, he undertook 
another commercial tour in Europe and the coast of Guinea; proceeded to Lima in 
1697, by way of Costa Rica and Panama, and made a special study of metallurgy for 
the purpose of increasing the output of precious metal in the mining districts of 
Peru. He studied with the most learned men of his day, and was much respected 
for his own learning. He compiled an original atlas with the principal ports in the 
whole American continent, which he mentions in one of the preliminary leaves in 
this item, but it was apparently never published. 

He spent the latter part of his life in Paris, and died after 1704.

Carlos de Siguenza y Gongora was a native of Mexico (1645-1700), and 
entered the Society of Jesus at the age of fifteen; being expelled (for reasons unre- 
corded) after seven years. He was a very distinguished historian, philosopher and 
poet, and taught philosophy and science for more than twenty years. Charles II of 
Spain appointed him geographer-royal, with a special pension; and Louis XIV, 
hearing of his exceptional talents, offered him a position at his Court, which, how- 
ever, Siguenza declined. The Viceroy of Mexico (the Conde de Galve) made him a 
member of the scientific commission appointed to reconnoitre the Gulf of Mexico. 
He was, as an astronomer, a great rival of Kino, the Apostle of California, and 
wrote a treatise on astronomy which is virtually little more than an attack on his 
rival. 

Siguenza wrote a number of works, but many remained unpublished on 
account of his lack of funds for printing. | His published works are, however, 
extremely scarce; a great number having been destroyed or lost after the Jesuit 
expulsion.

This edition not known to Salva, or cited by Medina, who devotes seven 
pages to the work, the author, and some of the foreign editions. 


This was undoubtedly the most popular history of America that had then 
been written; and the number of editions published even up to the nineteenth 
century, in Spanish, French, Italian, English and German, testify to its popularity 
long after the initial interest of its historical information had passed. ‘The first 
edition was printed in Madrid (Bernardo de Villa Diego) in 1684 (No. 375 in this 
catalogue). 


Antonio de Solis y Rivadeneyra (1610-1686) was born at Alcala de Henares, 
and graduated in Law at Salamanca. At the age of seventeen he composed his 
comedy, Love and Duty, which was followed by his Aledzar del Secreto and El 
Amor al uso, translated by Scarron, under the title L’Amour a la Mode, and 
regarded as his best dramatic work. In this branch of literature he belonged to 
the School of Calderon, and frequently made use of a somewhat affected style, 
which was termed culteranismc, or Gongorism; although his prose was “ pure, 
lucid, elegant, and eminently historical in style,” as both Hurtado and Nicolas 
Antonio declare. 


His most important work was the Historia de la Conquista de Mexico, the 
result of long years of patient work and research. His principal sources of inspira- 
tion for this history were the letters of Hernan Cortes, the works of Francisco Lopez 
de Gomara, Bernal Diaz del Castillo, and some miscellaneous documents. In 
addition to a full account of the relations between Cortes and Montezuma, there is 
an abundance of data concerning the intimate lives of the Indians—their religious 
creed and rites, idols, hymns; their industries, arts, crafts; games and recreations, 
not the least of which were represented by Montezuma’s court jesters; their methods 
of education, etc. 


Solis became Secretary to the King of Spain (Charles II) and succeeded 
Antonio de Leon Pinelo as chief chronicler of the Indies.

America. 


Garcia Hurtado de Mendoza was Captain General of Chile and the twelfth 
Viceroy of Peru (1590-1596). Sent by his father (then Viceroy of Peru) to Chile, he 
distinguished himself in the wars against the Araucan Indians, whom he vanquished 
in seven battles. In the present biography is given a valuable description of this 
war and also of the incidents which happened during his Viceroyalty. 


Suarez de Figueroa gives in this book an account of the expeditions of Drake, 
Cavendish and Hawkins, and battles with these famous English explorers, including 
the sacking of the Port of Nombre de Dios, and the discovery of the Solomon 
Islands. 


“ Ercilla’s apparent determination to belittle the achievements (in his work 
“La Araucana ’) of the Governor of Chile, called forth the ‘ Hechos de Don Garcia 
Hurtado de Mendoza, el Marques de Caftete,’ by Suarez de Figueroa, who, although 
not a Chilean, was induced to write on a Chilean topic. His work was an attempt 
to overtake and smother an advanced damaging report. Don Garcia, when in com- 
mand of the expedition against the Araucanians, as already suggested, condemned 
Ercilla to death, a sentence later modified under the protests of persons who compre- 
hended its injustice. After this incident, Don Garcia did not find either his 
leadership or his character glorified in ‘La Araucana.’ This was a source of regret 
not only to himself, but also to his family. He died in obscurity, and after this 
event his relatives sought to habilitate his memory for posterity. They approached 
Dr. Cristobal Suarez de Figueroa, proposing that he should undertake the task, 
should become the eulogist of a person on whom an unfavourable verdict had 
already been pronounced. He accepted the proposal, and of the seven books into 
which his work was divided the first three treat of Don Garcia’s campaigns in Chile; 
the others deal with his government as viceroy of Peru, Mendana’s expedition to the 
Solomon Islands, and the inglorious years of disgrace. It may be said in favour of

He was educated at Yale, and became a Congregational 
Minister, and served as such, during the Revolutionary War as Chaplain of a 
company organised for the defence of Boston. He was converted to Roman 
Catholicism at Rome in 1783, after having tried to dispute some of the miracles 
worked by the beggar-saint Benedict Joseph Labre.

Great Britain be disturbed in the above-mentioned possessions.” England also 
agreed to grant religious freedom to the French Catholics in Canada; certain rights 
to fishing in the Gulf of St. Lawrence; and ceded to France the islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon for the convenience of French fishermen. 


Moreover, the Mississippi was named as the boundary line dividing English

of Chile and Peru were a constant menace to the security of the Spanish settlers, and 
the various campaigns against them formed a constant theme for writers on South 
America. The Spanish policy had been one of aggression, but in March, 1612, a 
new policy respecting the Indians was proclaimed. It provided that the Govern- 
ment should adopt a plan of defence, and that the river Biobio should be the 
boundary line, the Spaniards were to maintain armed forces, but only for defence 
purposes. Father Luys de Valdivia was the great advocate of this policy, and he 
was commissioned to act with the Governor in the enforcing of the new policy, 
which also included the peaceful penetration of the Jesuit Missionaries, of whom he 
was the Vice-Provincial. This interesting Memorial sent to the King of Spain 
treats of the execution of this new policy, of the river Biobio (the boundary line); 
of the prosecution of the Indian War, and of the bad feeling it caused; the forces 
required for various military defences, etc.; and is of the greatest importance for the 
early history of the Spanish Settlement of Chile. 

Luys de Valdivia was born in 1561 and was sent to Peru in 1589, where he 
became the Vice-Provincial of the Jesuits-in Chile, and one of those who had the 
greatest influence on the history of those parts. He returned to Spain in 1621, where 
he died in 1642. At the commencement of this work he states that he had been in 
America for 29 years.

The 
author, who is always designated “ the Inca,” to distinguish him from the Spanish 
poet of the same name, who was his cousin, was the son of a third Garcilaso de la 
Vega (a warrior and one of the Conquistadores of Peru) and a native princess, a 
kinswoman of Atahuallpa, the last of the Inca rulers of Peru. Garcilaso was born 
at Cuzco in 1540, and spent his early childhood in Peru, where he committed to 
memory the wonderful legends and traditions of his mother’s race, and which he 
introduced into his fascinating book many years later. The Comentarios Reales 
are a combination of history and fantasy, presented through the medium of a rich 
imagination in excellent and picturesque pose. He left his native land as a youth, 
and, from the age of twenty, resided at Cordoba in Spain, where he died (1692) and 
is buried. Possessing some of the best racial characteristics of the Indians and 
the Spaniards, his education and culture were entirely Spanish, while he retained 
his inherent love of the picturesque and exotic, a marked sentimentality, and a 
taste for anecdote. He only began to write in the early days of the seventeenth 
century, when he was already sixty years of age. This book, which is dedicated 
to the Princess Catherine of Portugal, Duchess of Braganza, is the most authentic 
history of the Inca Empire as it stood before the Spanish Conquest, and treats of the 
idolatry, laws, government in peace and war, legends and history of the natives, and 
the natural wonders of Peru.

From 1618 to 1654 the Dutch made repeated attempts to take possession of 
Brazil, and during the whole time the Jewish element in that country remained 
friendly to the Dutch and inimical to the Spanish, and, after 1640, to the Portuguese. 
Thus as early as 1618—-the period of this relation—Francisco Ribeiro, a Portuguese 
Jewish captain who had relatives in Holland, is said to have assisted the Dutch in 
their attempts upon the Brazilian Coast.

‘The pirate vessels comprised:—The Spanish boat taken from 
Geronimo de Bien; the “ Marquesa,” commanded by Monsieur de Namburg, and 
having as lieutenant M. de Renter, and as constable M. Miguel de Moguer; the 
Dutch ship, the ‘ Black Bear,” under Capt. Juan Nicolas; an English launch; an 
English sloop called the “ Sevillano,”’ under Capt. Estevan Carbi (Stephen Kirby), 


““a very valiant and experienced man.” 


After a desperate battle, in which the Spanish were victorious, Capt. Juan 
Nicolas aiid: the English vessel was blown up by her Captain who, with the 
few remaining members of his crew left in the small boats, the French boat was 
also destroyed, and only the captured Spanish vessel, under Monsieur de Namburg, 
escaped in a badly damaged condition. The pirates lost over sixty killed, besides five 
who were hung later, and also sixteen men, including Capt. Nicolas, taken prisoners 
from the Dutch vessel; and those who escaped were almost all wounded.

Chapter 15 contains another account of an expedition of Father 
Ugarte to the north of the Gulf to see whether California was an island or not. 
Father Ugarte was born in Honduras, July 22, 1662. At Topotzotlan he began his 
novitiate in the Company, August 14, 1679. Here he became Ministro de Noviciado 
and afterward went to Mexico ta teach philosophy, and became Rector of the College 
of San Gregorio. When Salvatierra undertook the work of evangelizing Cali- 
fornia, Father Ugarte became procurador of the missions in Mexico, and to his 
efforts in raising funds is due a large part of the credit of the success obtained by 
Father Salvatierra. On page 48 will be found the names of several of the early 
benefactors of the missions. In 1700 Ugarte went himself to California by way of 


Sonora. He never returned to the City of Mexico, but died in California, Decem- 
ber 29, 1730.

The work was 
dedicated to Philip II of Spain as Mary Tucor’s consort, and is addressed to “ His 
Majesty the King of England, our Prince.” 


“To the latter part of the period of the Pizarros belongs the account given 
by Augustin de Zarate, who was sent to Peru to take charge of the accounts of the 
‘kingdoms and province of Peru,’ at the time that Blasco Nufies Vela was commis- 
sioned to become the first viceroy of the Spanish possessions in South America. 
Zarate had part in the conflicts occasioned by the arrival of Nufies Vela and the 
rebellion of Gonzalo Pizarro. He was one of the two commissioners sent by the 
Oidores to order Pizarro to disband his army, which he held at Jauja, and enter 
Lima with only a small escort. Pizarro, however, sent out Captain Villegas, who 
met Zarate on the way, arrested him, took away his commission, confiscated his 
provisions, and imprisoned him at Huarochiri. Released after some days, he was 
persuaded to return to Lima, and it was suggested that, in consideration of his 
release, he should urge the Audiencia to leave the government to Gonzalo Pizarro. 
Whatever may have been the influence of Zarate in this matter, Pizarro not long 
afterwards approached the capital and assumed the reins of government.” [It 1s 
interesting to note, here, that Gonzalo Pizarro ‘had obtained, by tyranny and 
irregular means, a decree, reluctantly issued by Zarate as one of the Oidores of the 
Audiencia, appointing Gonzalo to the Governorship of Peru. 


“ Having played his part in this turbulent period, a part regarding which 
writers venture a variety of opinions, Zarate returned to Spain, and, using notes 
made in America, wrote the Historia del descubrimiento y conquista de la provincia 
del Peru. His final plan for this work was to treat of the discovery and occupation 
of the country, and to narrate the principal events in the history of the colony 
until the pacification that followed the intervention of Pedro de la Gasca. The 
author is said to have intended that his work should remain in manuscript until 
after his death, but under the persuasion, perhaps the orders, of Prince Philip, to 
whom he had presented it, he caused it to be printed.
